the expense oC which tlie public must 
always pay, has not become Insistent 
enough to make it a deteinng factor. 
Hope is begotten of the lamentable 
incident of a few (lays ago that the 
public will become so aroused to its 
responsibilities, rights and duties as to 
assume that attitude which \sill com- 
pel recognition by all ihe contestants 
in labor struggles. 


In a discussion of what is termed 


"Our Biggest Unsolved Problem," the 
Philadelphia North American says "So 
long as the settlement of industrial 
disputes is left to the test of force in- 
stead of being sought upon the basis 
of facts and justice, there will be uo 
peaceful or permanent termination or 
the controversy. The strike and the 
lockout, -ft hen employed as means of 
imposing arbitrary demands 
or de- 


cisions, are not essentially different 
from tho system by which prehistoric 
men adjusted their differences. Duriig 
tho ages. "that have- seen the race ad- 
vance from the primitive institutions 
of the cave-dwellers to tae highly or- 
ganb!e4 society of today there have 
been changes in method but none in 
principle. Controversies of every oth- 
er kind, whether between Individuals 
or grootps, are settled in accordance 
with law as' applied by impartial tri- 
bunals. Only In rosp.ect to industrial 
disputes does civilization still tolerate 
tho arbitrament 
oC force, although 


tbcae issues directly affect the welfare 
and tho very existence of society.
